He 
quite properly refused to take the rap for Florida prison con- 
ditions generallyggpointing out that his program is limited 
by the men and equipment the money allowed for the state 
; prison system will obtain. He stressed especially the low 
pay allowed for guards and other personnel. ; 

It’s a very familiar platitude among moneyminded Ameri- 
cans that-you get just.about what you pay for. That applies- 
to prison help as well as school teachers, household furnish- 

ings, hardware and office help: The federal report says 
prison employes are not only lowpaid but also have to work 
‘unreasonably long-hours and have too many duties. It adds 
a note of emphasis by saying that the state can hardly ex- 
pect better performance than it is now getting for the price 
it is paying. Certainly, ‘under present living costs, it is not 
now possible to get fully competent, men to. work for salaries 
from $40 to $100.a month.

ORLANDO — Reporting that 
more than 65 percent_of 1,060 hos-

The occasion was the caucus of 
Florida’s 1947 House ‘of Represent- 
atives, held in Tampa last week 
end. Lawmakers, new and old, 
lobbyists, newspapermen and camp 
followers swarmed hotels, tap 
rooms, barbershops and restau- 
rants, : shaking hands, slapping 
backs and carrying, on in true con- 
vention style.

House caucus, senators had™been 
invited as a matter: of courtesy 
and most of the august gentlemen 
of the chamber of dignity attended. 

The innocent by-stander who 
may have chancéd into the lobby 
of the Floridian Hotel along about 
cocktail time must surely have 
imagined that he had either enter- 
ed a madhouse, or had joined a 
herd of cattle in a dipping vat. 
The .place had all the, earmarks 
of a disturbed ant-hill and the at- 
tending sound effect was akin to 
an angry swarm of bees. Now and 
then the normal buzz and hum | 
would be punctuated by a yell of} 
greeting or a burst of shrill laugh- 
ter. To offset this the coattail 
pullers and whisperers milled 
about through the assembly to 
to yank this or that victim away 
to a secluded corner behind a palm 
for a period of earnest whispering. 
But is was all off the record and 
and all in fun, so a good time was 
had by everyone. 

But there was a serious side to 
the business and seasoned observ- 
ers found plenty of material for 

* speculation as they considered the 
session's action. 

State money and what to do 
with it, was a matter of primary 
consideration. The ideas express- 
ed by lawmakers in his regard were 
most encouraging to those con- 
qerned with the welfare of schools 
and heavily burdened municipali- 
ties. 

. It-was genérally agreed that the 
schools, counties and municipali- 
ties had a-just claim for additional 
state funds, .also that state insti- 
tutions deserved greater considera- 
tion. 

With the state till full and run- 
ning over, legislators looked for- 
ward to the wildest stampede for 
state funds that any legislature 
has. here-to-fore experienced. Sen- 
ator Walter W. Rose of Orlando 
called for an intelligent tax’ re- 
vision program and the elimina- 
tion of dual and overlapping ‘ac- 
tivities- of boards, bureaus and 
commissions. 

“Representative R, Bunn Gautier 
of Miami advocated-a joint House-

Springs, sounded a keynote when 
he said, “I'm willing to cooperate 
with the Governor on any reason- 
able proposal, but he owes me 
nothing and I owe him nothing.” 

Altogether the caucus can be 
termed successful and worthwhile. 
It gave a pretty clear indication 
of what can be expected from the 
1947 body and set the wheels in 
motion for the pressure boys pro. 
and con who are directly concern- 
ed with which way the cat jumps. 


Farm Mortgages 
Lowest In 26 Years 


A change in the farm mortgaage 
trend in the Carolinas, Georgia and 
Florida is indicated by the figures 
just released by the Bureau of Ag- 
ricultural Economics, according to 
Julian H. Scarborough, president 
of the Federal Land Bank of. Co- 
lumbia. ` 

“The most recent figures of the 
BAE show that the nation’s farm 
mortgage debt is now estimated at 
five billion, 81 million dollars,” he 
said. “This is the lowest level of 
farm mortgage indebtedness since 
1915 and is ‘less than half of the 
peak of 10 billion, 186 million dol- 
lars reached in 1923.” 5 

“The report. £ suggėsts that 
the long cycle of.decreased mort- 
gage indebtedness beginning in 
1923 is now nearing its end. Twen- 
ty states, ‘including North Carolina 
and Florida,-showed an increase in 
the farm mortgage indebtedness in 
1945. For the.same period South 
Carolina showed. a decrease in its 
farm mortgage debt of 2.4 - per 
cent, and Georgia a decrease of 
3.2 per cent. However,” President 
“both South 
Carolina and Georgia showed a 
considerable slowing down in the 
rate of farm debt reduction in 1945 
over, 1944.” x 

It is the opinion 
official. that with ater indust- 
rial production'a muck larger pro- 
Portion. of farm income will go in- 
to’ repairs, improvements, ahd the 
purchase of needed goods,.and less 
to the retirement’ of mortgage 
debts. 

Mr. Scarborough reported ` that 
months the 
mortgage Joan account of the Fed- 
eral Land Bank of Columbia has 
shown à- consistent increase for 
the first time since 1935. “This,” 
he said, “would seem to reflect 
serious planning. and-effort on. the 
part of farmers to atrange their 
indebtedness on a- basis that will 
put them in a strategic position 
for the years ahead.”

State Cattle Market 
Bureau Now Active 


Nathan Mayo has become the J. 
Edgar Hoover of Flórida cattle. 
Commission of Agriculture Mayo 
haas set up at Gainesville a bovine 
equivalent of the F.B.I. identifica- 
tion bureau in Washington. 

Just as the FBI labels humans 
by fingerprints and scars, the Mayo 
agency tags cattle by brands and 
marks—the way a steer’s ear has 
been cut leaving the’ owner's name, 
and address. 

Enacted. by the 1945 legislature, 
the law requiring cattle in mo% 
Florida counties to be marked for 
identification all the way from 
range to’ butcher shop has, in 
Mayo’s opinion, reduced thievery 
materially at a time of great black 
market temptation. to steal. 

““From the success the law has 


been in short months of its 
functioning,” \regorts Commission- 
er Mayo, “I'm Satisfied that other 


counties will want to come under 
its protection, at the next session 
of the legislature.” 

Exempted were counties touching 
Georgia and Alabama,. except Dù- 
val and Nassau, and Suwannee 
and Levy. 

“We handle these markings just 
like fingerprints,” explains Mayo. 
“We sent a cattle owner drawings 
of left and right ears for him to 
indicate the markings of his cattle 
and a card with a picture of an 
animal for him to show the kind 
and place of brand. 

‘These then are filed, after be- 
ing checked to determine whether 
his markings conflict with any oth- 
et in that vicinity, and’ the owner 
is issued a registry- number. We
